WAR PRISONER 


German soldier’ had high morale 
\ and were “first class fighters," Ma­ 
jor John C. Hollinger, new professor 
i of military science and tactics at 
Gettysburg college, told memiers of 
the Gettysburg Rotary club at their 
weekly dinner meeting Monday eve­ 
ning at the YWCA building. 
The German soldier* were prod­ 
ucts of a thorough military system 
and rank high with the soldiers of 
any nation, the officer said Major 
Hollinger served with the 106th Di­ 
vision and wa* among those captur­ 
ed by the Nazis last December IO In 
the "Belgian bulge." 
I nit ( ut Off 
The German counter-thrust and i 
the subsequent rapture of a large 
I number of Americans In that sector 
was an experience which will bel 
long remembered, the speaker said. 
In the earlv stage of that attack, the 
unit with which the Gettysburg offi­ 
cer served was cut off completely j 
without communication or supplies 
for three days. Major Hollinger was 
with the regimental motor column 
at the time of the German drive 
and the entire column of 212 motor 
i vehicles was captured. 
The drive apparently was a lost 
show of power, Major Hollinger said 
and was designed to bring peace in 
place of the unconditional surrender 
demanded by ihe Allied lowers. 
Tile officer told of the manner in 
which the officers aud men were 
sent to the interior of Germany on 
foot or crowded 50 to 60 in box 
cars, He was *ent to a camp in Po­ 
land but as the Russians started 
their drive from the oa*t, the Ger­ 
mans moved ihelr prisoners west­ 
ward marching 16 to 20 mile* a day. 
He told of liberation by the Rus­ 
sian* on April 22 and declared that 
the manner in which American and 
British officers restored order in the 
wild confusion which accompanied 
the relea.se of European nationals 
from prison is a tribute to the self­ 
control and ability of those officers 
It.

Current disputes across the country 
kept about 425,000 men and women 
away from their Jobs, a decrease of 
more than 125,000 over last week's 
new 1945 high of 550,000. 
The critical situation in the coal 
fields received the most attention 
from the government. Secretary of 
La nor Schwellenbach said "progress" 
had been made in conferences with 
John L. Lewis, United Mine W ork­ 
ers president, and bituminous op­ 
erators. As they m et for the third 
time he appeared optimistic and 
seizure of the 675 idle mines was 
not believed imminent. 
Lewis Refuses 
The shutdown of additional coal 
mines—some 5,000 miners left their 
pits in 
Indiana 
yesterday—forced 
the closing of additional steel mills 
and resulted in mass layofT of work­ 
ers. In Pittsburgh, the U. S. Steel 
company cut its operations to 51 
per cent of capacity and said by the 
week-end a total of 18 of its blast 
furnaces and 58 open hearths would 
be closed In the Pittsburgh area. 
The shutdowns, stemming from 
strikes by a union of foremen and 
supervisory employes in a dispute 
over

Dock Workers SUH Out 
There was no indication of set­ 
tlem ent today of the strike of an 
estim ated 35,000 to 60,000 New York 
dock workers as the world’s busiest 
port was jam m ed with unmoved 
freight. Ships arere unable to find 
room at already crowded piers, with 
more than 200 tied up and scores of 
others waiting in the harbor to dock. 
An em bargo was placed on all 
shipm ents of freight to New York 
for export. A spokesman for the 
APL Intem&Uonal Longshoremen’s 
association said membership polls 
were to be held today and tomorrow

There was a tense feeling in the 
Hollywood movie lots after an out­ 
break of violence in which 78 per­ 
sons were hurt when noastriklng 
movie workers crossed ALF picket 
lines.

SURPRISES FOE

probably are suffering from an in­ 
comprehensible surprise today. 
Although an accused m an's right 
to defense by counsel of his own 
choosing is an axiomatic part of 
Anglo-Saxon Justice, one wonders

other peoples. It would be Interest­

If there arc those in Japan who

Especially if the Ja p ­ 
anese could tx* made to realize th at 
it is not a special case for the 
benefit of a man whom they m ight 
expect to receive such treatm ent. 
They m ight be even more surprised 
if appraised of the skillful m aneuv­ 
ering of American defense counsel 
for Kram er of Belsen. 
Get l / r a l Hearing 
Similar m achinery Ls beginning to 
roll ut Nuernburg in infinitely dif­ 
ficult circumstances. There, fur the 
first time, men arc to bt* given a 
legal hearing on a charge of com ­ 
m itting the crim e of war. It is un 
unprecedented step. com parable to 
the tunes when men. lacking formal 
codes of law. first began to try of­ 
fenders in the light of community 
conscience. 
Justice Robert Jackson proposes 
to use what, in Anglo-Saxon court 
procedure, is one of the most dif­ 


ficult of all charges to prove—con­ 
spiracy. H* proposes lo do It, In a 
m anner of speaking, under the rules 
of equity which have grown up 
principally In coned ion with civil 
Infringem ent of one m an's right by 
another, He is proceeding on the 
principle th a t this Is Just another 
case of establishing legal precedent 
through application of crystallized 
public opinion to an offense which 
is

recognized

personal 
crime. Hitherto the war has bern 
treated as a national crime on the 
p art of the nation which lost. 
There is every evidence th at the 
Nuernburg trials arc to Im* conduct­ 
ed with the greatest of care for legal 
regularity.
